The W. J. Hobbs’ Hodge 
No. 1 oil tesi, located in 
the Duster community, 16 
miles northwest of Co­ 
manche, came in Thurs­ 
day m o rn in g at 6:30, with 
a production showing an 
average of 23 barreLs per 
hour on a 4 4 hour test. 
Oil men say that when 
the well »settle* down, a 
producer of 500 to 600 
barrels daily can be ex­ 
pected. 
The well 1» located on what 
is commonly known as the old 
Hodge Estate, just west of 
Duster and 11 miles west of 
De Leon. Workmen gave the
